TIME TO CHECK UP THE BUDGET AGAIN. - 
It is time to check up the city budget "again.-It 


i« not too late to establish a. few economies In ad- 
ministration in Janesville. It' i's not too late to stop 
waste and unnecessary expenditures and establish 
rigid economy. It looks as though there would be 


. no legal method of issuing'paving bonds this year. 


There Is necessity therefore ot stopping city high- 
way inefficiency. Just because th'e budget has a 
certain »ura for a fixed purpose is no reason why 
that money should be spent to the last nickel.' It 
may be noted that.the Federal budget has already 
been cj*t by congress by many'millions of dollars. 
'. 
Of course.in Janesville' with the present form 


of government and no admlnstratlve head to man- 
age things, we cannot put in force tho. economies 
without so much^ed tape that it is hard to secure 
results. Mayor Welsh, like the mayor of Dayton, 
6., which has just gone through an election up- 
holding tho city manager aystem In' spite of the 
assaults of special1 privilege, might be glad to wel- 
come a.city marjager. an d, be relieved of a respon- 
sibility that is questionable and incapable of so-, 
lutlo'n' under the charter of the. city now. 


Every taxpayer who has received a notice thai, 


hl« taxes have • been Increased will ftsk what .has 
become of the ernormoua sum of money that was' 
spent.in 1921, and what is going to.be done with 
the unprecedented amount raised for 1922. -Every 
person who rents will feel -the increase. In taxes. 
The.-property, owner adds this -to the rent The 
store keeper -who rents, the pool h'all renter,- the 
cigar store renter, tho man of'small family who 
lives In a few rooms.—all will pay th'e Increase in 
taxes. -Instead ot. permitting the rents to be lower- 
ed they invite the landlord, to maintain them, at 
the-high: rate.'Hi» excuse is that It takes too much 
to run the city government and his cause Is there- 
fore just.

By"-the same token of tho last three years ire 


may expect-another jump In'taxes' in 1923. Why 
not? There is as much reason for this supposition 
ns there was for 'loading the people with the high- 
er- taxes per capita In 1022 when there was belief 
that we were to be relieved, ihcre is but one. solu- 
.tion to these year-ln and year-out increases :tnd 
that is city management that will manage. Look 
at your tax bill sent' to you by the city clerk. Ask 
yourself how much of that sum from your pocket 
is wasted. Thrift is preached' everywhere but In1 


public affairs. There is no"one to ait on the lid in 
Janesville. The'rich'can stand1 it perhaps.but .the 
poor man is deeply hit '•

. The way to solve the problem of thrift In city 
government Is throu'sh'-city management. Special 
privilege does not want city management. 


Washington I>. C.—That for the best part of a

This 
valuable portfolio/Miss Oakley loaned.-by. request 
to the Library of congress where it has been dis- 
played. Now she has. taken it back to her etudio 
at Philadelphia. It is of special Interest at this 
time becauseo~f the "holy experiment;' in disarm- 
ament which 
William Penn made in Pennsyl- 


vania. 
It has been suggested that copies.of the port- 


folio ba p-.-esented to the delegates at the confer- 
ence, and this may be done. It is pointed out by 
advocates ot disarmament that .the pictures and 
story might serve a purpose: they would show 
that America did 'at one time offer an honest ex- 
ample, not of limited armaments, but of disarm- 
ament. 


Kiss Oakley regards the "holy experiment' as 


a message to the world from Pennsylvania, and a 
valuable contribution to the disarmament ciuestlon. 
Quaker Pennsylvania, she says, la the keystone 
to the ifica.-'oC disarmament.

Her paintings at the Harrlsburg capital tell 


vividly the old story of William Pcnn of Penn- 
sylvania. -There, is. Penn na a student at Oxford 
listening' for th'e first time to a QualfCr preach- 
•ing in aftec!.' The young, aristocrat, 
Is 
shown 


loo'king with Interest toward the earnest, plainly 
•dressed Quaker. 
^ Penn became a Quaker anil wns expelled from 
Oxford for his opposition to the religlous'require- 
ments of the university. Another painting shows 
Admiral Penn ordering his son out of the house 
for his stand with the Friends.... 


When he found no peace or liberty In England 


for one'who aligned himself with the 'peace-seek- 
ing Quakers,. Penn began to dream 
of a new 


land, whore every one should be at peace, and 
weapons should be barred. The trust of .the colony 
was to be placed in the dh-ine spark.-.which the 
Quakers believed Is In every man, savage or civ- 
ilized; though Pcnn believed In organized gov- 
ernment, laws, reformatories, an ' flnlght watch- 
men—armed only with constables' sticks.

from the white men, but they were not uso'd^tq the 
promises being kept. Penn..-became known among' 
the Indians as the one white chief who kept faith' 
with, the red men. I-t ,1s"irecorSed- that, the Indian 
tribes becam-e-so friendly with P-ennls'settlc'rs-that 
children who were lost In the woods around Phil- 
adelphia were commonly directed to their homes 
by the Indians. 


The old story of the Uitchstring,. told In many 


Quaker chronicles, Is illustrated in one of,Miss 
Oakley's -niut-al paintings. The latchsti-ing -was 
leCt outside at night by Friends as a sign o£ wel- 
'come to anyone who might be passlng.xOn one 
occasion a band of Indians on the warpath stop- 
pett at'a Quaker homo and finding the door un- 
fastened and the Quaker and his wife with smiles 
and a greeting inside, they retreated quietly. : • 


Pennsettled disputes between white settlers and 


Indians-by a jury of six settlers and six'Indians, 
w3iich proved satisfactory to all concerned.1 All 
through the years, 
when the Quaker .govern- 


ment was in effect, there is record o' only three 
Friends being injured;in the conflicts between the 
white men and the.Indians. It is-recorded that 
three, a -woman ar.d two men, lost their faith and 
these three, a woman, and two men, lost their 
lalth and sought the protection of forts and arms. 


The-Quaker colonists proved equal to the high 


standard'of peace seeking set by ...Penn. "But out- 
siders who came into the settlement brought weap- 
ons and trjckery. They, had trouble with, the .In- 
dians. Penn did not attempt to limit -his 'peaceful 
community'to Quakers and the number of out- 
siders grew. When there were more, of thS out- 
siders than Quakers, and the ideals of the Friends 
were no longer a dominant 
force in the com- 


munity, the control was turned over to the ma- 
jority element. Swords and'guns came into gen- 
eral use. The holy experiment was over. 


To most-of us who remember William Penn 


.vaguely as a dignified old man who made friends 
with the Indians It Is interesting to recall that 


• he was-' one of the 
most daring and 
far-seeing 


pioneers of our history. To Benjamin Franklin Is 
generally accorded the honor of being, the first 
to suggest a union of the American colonies. -But 
Penn's writings set forth this proposal—then a 
radical one.

iPenn Is also said to be the first to suggest a 


parliament of. nations. Back in 1S33, he described 
an organization 'which was to be something like 
the Hague tribunal or a modern international'con- 
ference at whcih men of different natioa were to- 
gather to discuss their differeces and plan for their1 
mutual advantage.

It took almost another century for the colonies 


to come to the idea o£ union. Two centuries elaps- 
ed before International conferences became pop- 
ular.

SALT TOR HEADACHE 


Persons accustomed to tho dally use 


of physics arc generally aware that 
an extraordinary dose of salts will 
relievo the headache associated with 
a costive state. 
Such persons ;ire 


easily convinced that the relief of the 
headache is due-- to the removal of 
poisonous mutter of some kind from 
the blood by the purgative. So wide- 
spread is this erratic 
notion 
that 


many a layman takes ,lt. 1'or granted 
that certain kinds of salts, or at any 
rate certain mysterious concoctions, 
."purify the blood," and 
he 
sp'ends 


many a good dollar on 
absurdities 


purpoting'to do just that, which is of 
no importance; but In 
also 
spends 


many days and weeks tampering with 
his health while taking such concoc- 
tions, which Is of great' Importance. 
It happens that the headache com- 


monly .occurring with cbst!ver.es» Is 
relieved by the salts long before the 
cathartic effect take: place—a fact 
which rather weakcn.3 the plausible

Senator Anderson Tells Joint 


Commission Quick Action

Uvcc-r. short-time credit,, which is 
furnished by the deposit tanks, and 
long-time credit which i.s furnished 
by tlie banks and by mortgage loan 
companies and Institutions of that 
kind to farmers.

requirement of agricultural credit 
is that the'note or obligation must, 
be of such maturity that when it | 
becomes due it can be paid not by j 
making another note but out of tliei 
proceeds of tlie farm. 
That re- 
quires a longer period of maturity | 
than the six months allowed In the | 
case ot paper discounted with the i 
Federal reserve bank.

Three' Ways X<imcrt 


"In order to meet this situation 


it is necessary to provide a facility 
through whicJi this paper of longer 
maturity can be discounted so that 
the banker can raise the necessary 
cash if he needs it. .There are three 
•ways by which that can be done. 
One -is to create in the Federal 
Land banks a Farm Credit depart- 
ment for that purpose. 
Another is 


to create an entirely new agency 
for the purpose, and another way is 
to modify the -"War Finance Corpor- 
ation in such a way as to enable 
it to do that sort ot business.. 'My 
own. judgement about it is that tho 
fairest plan is to create in the Fed- 
eral Land banks a. Farm Credits 
department 'Having authority to dis- 
count for hanks—state and nation- 
al, incorporated live stock associa- 
tions, all banking institutions—pa- 
per of this character.
